* Conſrderation, that by the ſending of the flanding 
Forces into England, the Eflates were deititute of that 
Guard and Defence, which was proper and neceſſar inthis 
Conjuniture, and that ſeveral perſons, well affeFed to the 
Proteſtant Religion, at the Dyer of the Meeting of 
the ſaid Efltates , having repaired to this City of 
Edinburgh, from Glaſgow, the Shire of Argyle, and 
orber Weſtern Shires, did at the Dejire, and by Warrand 
of the Eflates, put themſelves to xzArms, and ſince bave 
ſo continued Watching and Warding, under the Command of 
the Earl of Levin, and demeaned themſelves ſoberly and ho- 
neftly, nd been Aﬀtive and Inflrumental to prevent Tu- 
mults, and to ſecare the Peace and Quiet of this Meeting, 
and Place; and there being now ſome Scots Regiments 
arrived here, tinder the Command of M ajor-General Mccay, 
The Eftates Do therefore hereby Declare, That what is 
pail, bas pood, acceptable and ſeaſonable Service, and do 
approve the ſame; and bereby Gives Order tothe Jaid Earl 
of Levin to Disband them, and allows them to returii with 
tbeir Arms to their reſpeArye Homes, and do rethrn their 
T hanks to the Pw who have been imployed.
